proHpect of defeating tho bill to restore the 
Dui'.th Penalty, in the Assembly, ii very good. 
Tho Kenosha Telegraph—a strong anti-Capital 
Punishment paper—published a communica- 
tion in favor of hanging, which the Sentinel pub- 
lished as the editorial sentiment of that paper. 
To which, Mr. Sholes through the Madison 
Journal replied: 


" The article quoted, although published in 


the Tribunt and Telegraph, was from a corres- 
pondent, and iu nowise involved the opinion of 
the paper; and as it had an initial at the bot- 
tom of it, indicating a source foreign to the pn 
per, I cnnnot comprehend the candor of the 
Stntmel in publishing it as it does. I think I 
know iiimetning of tbe views of thiit pnper.aiid 
I doubt whether it thinks the sermon of the 
Rev. John Gridley very able, or that two-thirds 
of the people entertain tbe opinions ascribed 
to them. It might, it seems to me, reasonably 
entertain a doubt on that point, with reference 
to its own neighborhood, in view of the fact 
that the people of that county elected to tho 
Beimte an individual known to be uncompro- 
miiungty hostile to the death penalty; and with 
reference to tbe balance of the State, it might 
ch<<o«e (nnliko most of its contemporaries) to 
be modest enough to let the representatives 
from various eootions speak for themselves, 
without attempting to toll them what their con- 
stituents think or believe in the premises.''

The speakers arguments and facts were un- 
answerable, and his earne*toen and eloquence 
carried conviction to the-hearti of bii hearers. 
It wat really a noble effort, and reflected the 
highest credit upon Mr. Barry, who it deterr- 
ing of sincere thank i from all who are oppos- 
to the re«eitttblishn>eni of the death penalty. 
In opening hislectnre, Mr. Barry spoke of the 
gibbet being peculiarly a " Christian" inttitu- 
tion, and thought it would be well for the Hea- 
thens to send missionaries among the so-culled 
civilized communities, a* they (the heathen) 
though but little advanced in civilization or 
refinement, were ftr in advance of Cbrixten- 
dom, in regard to the gallows, as it was un- 
known among the rudest and moit primitive 
nationt. 


The law of capita] punishment was suitable 


perhaps, in barbarous Jdays. Its existence was 
demanded then. 
Hut laws that were applies* 


ble in that early day, are far from appropriate 
now. 


Mr. Harry thought that life was not the only 


nor the most sacred thing to be consulted — 
There were other intercuts involved, and migh 
ty principles at stake. 


If these demanded the existence of capita 


punishment, Mr. Berry said he would not raiei 
a word against its execution. 
But they di< 


not, and the death penalty, though ordained o 
God, was adapted to a by-gone age, and not t 
a civilized age and Christian community. 


What Mr. Barry desired now WHS only a 


trial of the aboliMiment of capital punishmenl

ami lecture afaintt it, and that It is the appro- 
priate but>nrn of both of u» to do so, If we 
fesl it our duty to do it, and can get a hearing. 


Let the question br fairly tested by experience, 
nnd if it is found t<> be inadequate to suppress- 
ing or checking crime, tbeu there will be florae 
reason for re-establiehiing tho doath penalty. 
Hut the advocates of cnpitul punishment were 
not deairous of hfiving tho experiment triod, 
and were like a curtain doctor, whose patients 
were generally dying, and who, on being re*, 
quested to alter hia proscriptions, replied that 
he had always used the same kind of pills, and 
if they did'nt cure, he'd like to know what 
could. 


Mr. Barry held hat capital punishment waa 


in conflict with tlio Christian religion, that it 
wae degrading and demoralizing in ifa influence 
upon society, tending to brutalize humnn na- 
ture, to arouse'tbe wont passions, and incite 
those naturally depraved, to commit the most 
fearful crimes. 
. The innocent lire frequently executed for 
the guilty. 
But there is no remedy when tbe 


doed is done, and sociory must boar tho aw- 
ful blame of tttkii),; away the life of tbe inno- 
cent. 
Mr. Barry related several thrilling in- 


cidents where the convicted had died protest* 
ing'their innocence, and where they had even 
suffered the extreme penalty of the law for a 
crime they bad never committed. 


The speaker alto spoke of the effect of the 


abolishment of capital punishment upon na- 
tions. In Russia it was abolished a century 
ago, and the result has proved beneficial in 
every respect. 
In Belgium, too, tho same ef- 


leot is witnessed. Crime hag decreased, and 
society been bettered. In our own country we 
see a like result, in those States that have 
tried the experiment. 
In Michigan the abol- 


jshraent ot tbo de.-ith penalty has been atten- 
ded by the most beneficial and satisfactory re- 
sults, and Mr. Barry thought this would cer- 
tainly be the case in Wisconsin, if we allowed 
the law to remain aa it now is, as no good re- 
sult* from the execution of capital punishment 
either to the poor criminal himself, or to soci- 
ety at large. 


I am now prepared,!said Mr. Barry eloquent- 


ly in cloetng.to leave this great question with you 
[the Legislature.] I trust it will receive, as it 
merits, your serious and candid consideration. 
An appeal is. made to you (in common with 
your fellow citizens) for the restoration of the 
death penalty in this State. Whether we shall 
recede from the humane, benevolent and mer- 
ciful ground we now occupy, and again take 
up our position in the dark and bnrbarous past 
—whether we shall relinquish that which, 
wherever tried, baa been found to be eminent- 
ly safe, and productive of good results, end re- 
adopt a bloody and revengeful penalty, which 
tends rather to increase than to diminish crime 
—is the question presented for your decision. 
Lot it not be decided by the impulse of pass 
aion, but by tbe convictions of the understand 
ing, and the purest nnd best feelings of tbe 
heart.
